SUBJ: REASONS BEHIND THE CURLEW

1 . IN THE ABSENCE OF OFFICIAL EXPLANATION OP THE EXTENSION OF THE 
BLACKOUT AND CURLEW IN LUSAKA AND OTHER MAJOR CITIES, (REPTEL) 
RUMORS AND SPECULATION REGARDING THE REASONS BEHIND THE MOVE HAVE 
BEEN RIFE. FOR EXAMPLE, THERE HAVE BEEN A NUMBER OP UNCONFIRMED 
REPORTS OF TROOP MOVEMENTS IN SEVERAL AREAS AS WELL AS REPORTS OF 
TRUCK CONVOYS. IN ADDITION, A RELIABLE DIPLOMATIC SOURCE WAS 
TOLD BY AN AIR TRAFPIC CONTROLLER AT LUSAKA'S INTERNATIONAL 
AIRPORT THAT ON THE NIGHTS OP SEPTEMBER 6 AND 7 A NUMBER OP 
AEROFLOT PLANES ARRIVED AND OFP-LOADED MILITARY SUPPLIES AND BLACK 
TROOPS. 
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2. THE ZAMBIA DAILY MAIL’S EDITORIAL OP SEPTEMBER 8 ATTACKED 
"RUMOR-MONGERS," INDICATING SOME GOVERNMENT CONCERN ABOUT STORIES 
WHICH ARE CIRCULATING. REPERRING TO "UNDILUTED NONSENSE" AND 
"RUBBISH ’ BEING SPREAD BY SOME, INCLUDING "OBVIOUSLY PAID AGENTS 
OP THE ENELY," THE PAPER IMPLIED THAT ACTION WILL BE TAKEN TO 
SILENCE "IRRESPONSIBLE SPECULATION." PROMINENT COVERAGE WAS ALSO 
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GIVEN TO AN INTERVIEW WITH A MEMBER OE THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE WHO 
SAID THAT THE PARTY WAS GOING TO DEAL WITH THOSE WHO HAVE TAKEN 
ADVANTAGE OF THE CURRENT SITUATION TO ENGAGE IN RUMOR MONGERING. 

3. MANY OBSERVERS STILL FEET, THAT THE BLACKOUT AND CUREEW WERE 
CALLED MAINLY TO EMPHASIZE THE SERIOUSNESS OF THE THREAT TO 
ZAMBIA AT A TIME WHEN THE INTERNAL POLITICAL SITUATION IS SOME- 
WHAT UNCERTAIN AND THE GENERAL POPULATION IS SHOWING LITTLE INTEREST 
IN ON-GOING PARTY ELECTIONS. IN ADDITION, IT MAY HAVE HELPED 

TO DRAMATIZE ZAMBIA'S POSITION AS A ERONTLINE STATE DURING THE 
VISIT OF NIGERIAN HEAD OE STATE OBASANJO, EROM WHOM ZAMBIA MAY 
WISH TO GET MIT, IT ARY ASSISTANCE. 

4. COMMENT: DOMESTIC CONCERNS AND OBASANJO'S VISIT PROBABEY 
HAVE SOME VALIDITY AS REASONS FOR THE BEACKOUT AND CURFEW BUT 
TO US DO NOT SEEM SUFFICIENT IN THEMSELVES. AS TO THE REPORTED 
AEROFLOT FLIGHTS, IF THEY OCCURRED IT WOULD SEEM MOST LIKELY THAT 
THEY WOULD HAVE BEEN DELIVERING ZAPU TROOPS FROM EITHER THE SOVIET 
UNION OR ANGOLAN TRAINING SITES. A POSSIBLY MORE LOGIC EXPLANATION 
FOR THE BLACKOUT AND CURFEW MAY BE TIED TO CONTINUING REPORTS 
THAT ZAPU MAY BE PLANNING MORE AGGRESSIVE ACTION AGAINST 
RHODESIA FROM ZAMBIAN TERRITORY AND WITH ZAMBIAN SUPPORT IN THE 
FORM OF COVER FIRE. IF SUCH IS THE CASE, OFFICIALS HERE 

MAY EXPECT INCREASING RETALIATION FROM ACROSS THE BORDER. 

BY PREPARING FOR SUCH POSSIBILITIES, IF ATTACKS DO OCCUR 

ZAMBIA'S LEADERSHIP WILL HAVE BEEN SHOWN TO BE WISE AND PRUDENT IN 
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TAKING APPROPRIATE SECURITY MEASURES. 
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
